DEATH OF A WELL-KNOWN SINGER.

His elder brother, the te 
George Townshend Smith, was organist 
of Hereford Cathedral, and conductor of the

before his death, in 1877. Mr. A. Montem 
Smith was born in the Horseshoe Cloisters at 
Windsor seventy-three years since,on a Whit 
‘Tuesday, during the celebration at Eton of 
the long since abolished “ Montem," whence 
his second Christian name. Asa boy hewas 
a chorister at Eton, and when his voice broke 
he became a tenor vocalist, and eventually a 
ay vicar of Westminster Abbey and a gen! 
man of the Chapel Royal. He made but few 
D peer on the stage, but about a quarter 
of acentury sincehetook part, asleadingtenor, 
in the performance, at Drury Lane, of a ver- 
sion of Milton's “Comus.”
